WAR ON THEATER CROWDS 


‘KIOLBASSA TO MAKE INSPECTION 


‘Complaints Reach Superintend- 
ents of Buildings That the ‘Ordinance | 

to Insure Safety of Patrons Again In: 
Being Violated and He Will Person- 
ally Visit the Places—Intimates That 
His Agents Are Not Doing Their Duty 
Insist on Enforcement. 


* 


Poter Kiolbassa, superintendent of build 
ings, has declared war on the theaters which. 
are violating the ordinance designed to in- 
sure the safety of patrons, and tonight will 
begin a personal tour of inspection to see to 
what extent the various houses are violating 
the ordinance. The superintendent has re- 
ceived numerous complaints from patrons of 
the theaters against the crowding of aisles 
and stairways. Not being aware how well 
his inspectors are doing their duty, he in- 
tends to investigate the question himself. 

“There must be something wrong with 
the way managers are conducting their 
places of amusement,“ said Mr. Kiolbassa 
last night, or there would not be so many 
complaints concerning the condition of the 
aisles. I intend to visit all the theaters my- 
self, and if I find they are violating the 
ordinance I will take steps to insure its en- 
forcement, as well as to provide err 
for infractions.”’ 

In December James McAndrews, the 
predecessor of Mr. Kiolbassa, sought to have 
all the mianagers remove people from the 
theater aisles and the stairways. At that 
time it was charged, as now, that some of 
the theaters were filled to overflowing, tick-. 
ets being sold as long as there is standing 
room. In superintending the investigation 
Superintendent McAndrews discovered that 
some of the theaters obeyed the ordinance, 
while pthers paid no attention to its re- 
strictions. Inspectors were sent to every 
house of amusement in the city, and when 
aisles were filled or st&irways crowded the 
attention of the n was called to the: 
infraction. 

On Mr. 8 retirement and the 
appointment of Mr. Kiolbassa, it ts said, 
the inspectors became careless of their du- 
ties, never entering the theaters unless to 
witness some performance, and fafling to re- 
port any overcrowding which might come to 
their notice. f 

While he does not complain of the inet- 
ficiency of his inspectors, Mr. Kiolbassa in- 
dicates by his course that he possesses little 
confidence in them. He intimates also that 
if he finds conditions are as bad as repre- 
sented in the complaints there may be some 
vacancies in his force of inspectors.

If 8.000 Chicago cigaret dealers are per- 


mitted to dispose of their goods without che 


payment of $100 license annually, as charged 
by M. W. Diffley of the Cigar and Tobaceo 
Merchants’ association of this city, License 
Collector F. X. Brandecker declares he is not 
aware of the fact. He acknowledges that 
dealers are given licenses for short terms at 
less than $100, but says it is because the city 
closes its year on April 30 and that no license 
can extend beyond that date. 

I never saw M. W. Diffley in my life to 
my knowledge,“ said Mr. Brandecker last 
Furthermore, I never heard of such 
a man, and am sure he never spoke to me in 
my office. Instead of refusing to pay any 


attention to information he could furnish me 


I certainly would have received him cordially 
and would have been glad to have him assist 
me in enforcing the collection of the cigaret 
license. 

3 Offers to Aid in Reform. 

“Tf Mr. Diffley will bring his list of déeal- 
ers who are selling cigarets to me, not only 
will I compel the payment of the license but 
I also will prosecute all who refuse to pay it. 

“TI have worked with the local Tobacco 
Merchants’ association in the past and have 
prosecuted seventy-five dealers. The Anti- 
Cigaret league also has been of assistance, 
but this year it has done nothing. I had 
six detectives employed for two months. 
gathering testimony against cigaret dealers 
and compelling those without licenses to 
secure them immediately. I do not know 
how many cigaret licenses have been taken 
out, but certainly we have done all we could 
to enforce the payment of the license in ac- 
cordance with the law. I am sure there are 
not 8,000 dealers of cigarets in the city, or 
anything like that number.“ 

Controller Kerfoot said he thought Col- 
lector Brandecker had done what he could 
to enforce the payment of the license: on 
cigarets.

tion for his personal attributes usually allow 
to be made prominent. The study of his life 
is valuable, not only because it impresses 
us with the beauty of moral virtues and with 
examples of sublime accomplishment, but 


because it portrays the highest possible pub- | 


lic service, He furhishes us with a criterion 


by which we may judge of all present and | 


future leaders of the people. 


Parties Necessary to Government. 

“Of course, at the dawn of the republic, 
‘before the formation of parties with well 
defined lines and distinct characteristics, it 
Was not only natural but inevitable that 
the personality of Washington, which drew 
to itself the gratitude and loving confidence 
‘of the newly organized nation, should dom- 
inate the political situation. But parties, as 
necessary accompaniments to our scheme of 
government, were speedily organized. Their 
natural tendency was toward a large diminu- 


tion of the influence of great personalities | 


as a commanding political factor, and party 
organisations instead became to a great ex- 
tent the depositories of the people's political 
will and the agents of their political power. 


This does not mean that their delegation 


of power is irrevocable. On the contrary, 
party leadership must be obedient, not dic- 
tatorial; public-spirited, not venal, in the 


fulfillment ot the duties with which it is 1 


charged. The safest political situation is 
brought about when the people are exceed- 
ingly watchful of the agents they thus cre- 
ate, and when they sternly demand a faithful 
ee of the obligation of party organize- 


Virtue and Patriotism Needed. | 
“ No one has more faith than I in the Amer- 


ican people. At their worst they are but 


careless, But carelessness, when persisted 
in, may lead to serious and far-reaching con- 
sequehces. Our government is so ordal 
that its life blood flows from the virtue and 
patriotism of all the people, and its health 
and strength depend upon integrity in the 


trusteeship of their public servants. 


“ Certainly if a time comes when the 40 
mands of our aroused countrymen for such 
integrity and for public morality shall be. 
impudently disregarded and the people shall 
become convinced that the purpese of their 
delegation of political power to party man- 
agement is perverted and their political in- 
terests sacrificed and betrayed, party instru- 
miéntalities may be cast aside and our people 


may turn for the safety and preservation off 


their fundamental. ‘political beliefs to per- 


sonal leadership—never, of course, as abso- 


lute as Washington's, and probably never 
again cefitered in one man-—but of a charac- 
ter sufficiently personal, as against a party 
leadership, to demonstrate that the people 
know how to use their reserve power, and 
sufficiently commanding to rudely awaken 
unfaithful party managers to the fact that 
we are politically in earnest and will not 
condone party treachery and dishonor.

A reverent belief in the providence of God, a

With equal pro- 
priety it might be styled “ The American 
Port Said,“ although it is a thousand miles 
from the sea, for while the waters from 
the famous thermal springs possess healing 
qualities as wonderful as those of the cele- 
brated waters of the European resort, con- 
fidence games and robbery, both by fraud 
and by force, flourish here openly as they 
flourish in the vilest of all the seaports 
of the world. 

It is worse here than 


at Port Said; there 
defrauded and beaten and murdered for 
their money; here the sick and helpless, no 
matter how indigent. fall a prey to the 
thieves. Thousands come here every year 
in the hope of purchasing health with the 
few dollars which the energy of despair has 
enabled them to earn, but hundreds of them 
receive for it only the bitter experience 
of being duped and cheated in a way that 
gives them no recourse against their plun- 
derers. Then they go away, many of them 
without even temporary relief, to die from 
suicide or the unarrested disease. And 
there are some who come here and are 
never seen again—there are “ Holes in the 
Walls in this place. 


The place is full of doctors’ offices; there 
are probably not less than 500; there are not 
more than ten or fifteen of these offices that 
are occupied by competent and honest prac- 
titioners.

THE DANGERS OF WEALTH. 
In his Lincoln day address at the State 
house in Boston Senator Hoar said the 
most distinctive single characteristic of our 
time is the rapid and easy accumulation of 
great wealth in individual hands, He dis- 
eussed the phenomenon with his customary 
calmness and good judgment. He said it 
was in some respects-a public benefit and in 
some respects a public danger. As a whole 
his view is optimistic, for he believes the 
dangers to be of a temporary and curable 
Senator Hoar is not one of those who fear 
the unsettling of our republican institutions 
through the agency of a permanent aris- 
tocracy of wealth. In one or two genera- 
tions, he says, most of these great family 
fortunes go back into the general mass of 
smaller holdings or are set apart for public 
purposes, As a rule the rich men of this 
country have been stirred with a generous 
ambition to use a large part of their wealth 
for publie purposes. Voluntary contribu- 
tions for education alone in the last quartet 
of a century, exclusive of gifts to libraries, 
have amounted to nearly $300,000,000, The 
absence of a law of entail insures the divid- 
ing of fortunes among the children, and 
many of these show a genius for spending 
equal to the father’s genius for acquiring. 
Our laws forbid the tying up of wealth for 
a period longer than twenty-one years be- 
yond the life of a living heir. This prevents 
any large mass of capital from growing by 
accumulation for more than a generation. 
It insures the ultimate distribution of large 
fortunes among the people in the form of 
wages or public donations. 
One of the bad effects of vast fortunes is 
their tendency to substitute luxury and ex-

Mayor Harrison is expected to recommend 
to the Council tonight that several changes 
be made in the Lake Shore track elevation 
ordinance. Considerable influence is said 
to have been brought to bear on the Mayor 
to induce him to sist that the sheds of 
the new station shall not reach Harrison 
street. As passed the ordinance permits the 
companies to extend their sheds over the 
street, but it is asserted the Mayor is op- 
posed to tHis, believing it will prove detri- 
mental to that section of the city. 

Another phase on which-he may make 
some recgmmendations is the vacation of 
Taylor street, counsel for the Lake Shore 
having pleaded for this concession because 
it would permit the road to utilize one of its 
freighthouses, whereas if compelled to ele- 
vate its sidetracks at that point it would 
have to abandon both freighthouses and 
provide for their construction elsewhere. 
The ordinance was acceptable to the roads 
as it passed the Council. 

The annual budget of appropriations n 
ed by the Finance committee will be pre- 
sented to the Council for consideration, 
Some alterations are expected, one being the 
item referring to the examination of the 
special assessments. The committee pro- 
vided for an expenditure of $50,000 for the 
employment of experts to do the work, 
Since it completed the budget bids for the 
contract have been opened and the lowest 
was found to be $65,000. This leaves $15,000 
to be provided for and its allowance is ex- 
pected through deductions from other items 
in the budget. 

Two bills are to be taken up in special 
order, the Queen City garbage ordinancé and 
Alderman Herrmann’s amended anti-noise 
ordinance. The Queen City ordinance, which 
will be recommended by the Judiciary com- 
mittee, provides that garbage shall be di- 


refuse material. One proposition is for the 
city to build a garbage crematory, while a 


tract for the disposition of garbage to 4 


age is divided into three classes, combusti- 
ble matter, vegetable and animal refuse, and 
ashes. 

Alderman Herrmann's ordinance eliminates 
the restriction placed on all animal noises 
from the original ordinance and prohibits 
the crying of wares by hucksters in the early 
morning and at night.

BILL TO REGULATE BARBERS. 


Representative Farnum Will Offer One 
in Assembly This Week Providing 
an Examining Board. 


A vn for the regulation of barbers will be 
introduced in the Illinois Legislature this 
week by Representative Frank F. Farnum of 
tnis city. The bill provides for the establish- 
ment of a Board of Examiners who will 
exercise arbitrary powers and place barbers 
under their control. The bill is shaped after 
the one now in effect in Minnesota. A few 
years ago a measure was introduced at 
Springfield to regulate the occupation of 
barbers, but it was defeated. 

The present bill is fathered by ‘Edward 
Fabel, 10095 West Madison street, and he de- 
clares that the sentiment of all Chicago 
barbers and evory one interested in the bet- 
terment of the trade is back of him. The bill 
provides’ that every barber shall take out a 
certificate of registration before the board, 
those in the State previous to the enactment 
of the bill paying $1 for the registration and 
those entering the State afterwards being 
charged $5. Examinations shall be held by 
the board four times a year in as many differ- 
ent cities. 

No applicant will be considered eligible to 
take the examination until he has spent at 
least three years in the business. This meas- 
ure is expected to drive out of business the 
graduates of barber schools, where students 
are taught the art in from two to six weeks.

WIFE DESERTERS. 


Charitable Organizations to 
Ask for More Effective 
Punishment. 


WANT DRASTIC MEASURE. 


John G. Shortall Alone Favors 
the Whipping Post as the 
Best Curative Means. 


OTHERS FOR HARD 


Immediate legislation providing fo 
and effective punishment for men who desert 
their families or beat their wives is urged 
bY those familiar with these two growing 
evils, The startling results of the investiga- 
ons made by the Chicago Bureau of Asso- 
eiated Charities showing that over 2,000 
eases of wife desertion were reported to three 
eharitable organizations in the city last year 
is Attributed directly to the lack of such laws 
in Illinois. 

Piliishment by compulsory labor is the 
remedy offered for a solution of the prob- 
jem and the plan of devoting the proceeds 
of such labor to the support of the families 
deserted is indorsed. Sentiment also tavors 
the making of wife desertion a felony in this 
State in order that the guilty man may be 
@xtradiied from another State and brought 
to suffer for his wrongdoing. Efforts 
— be made to secure changes along these 

es. 

Charitable societies are alarmed over the 
prevaience of the evil and the consequent in- 
creasing burden being placed on them to sup- 
port deserted families. It is pronounced 
“one of the worst problems to handle by 
the officers of those organizations. Unless 
immediate relief is secured many express the 
pinion that the work of charitable associa- 
os in other and more necessary lines will 
De curtailed as a result of the burdens of the 
fupport of the deserted being put on them. 


Will Seek Amendments. 

' While stringent laws directed at the root 
Of the evil are favored the plan of the re- 
estaplishment.of the whipping post is de- 
nounced with one exception. Steps will prob- 
ably be taken at once by a number of the 
Charitable organizations of the city to se- 
eure the introduction of such amendments 
in gg present Assembly as will correct the 
evil. 

The figures showing the number of cases 
of wife desertion in Chicago reported to but 
three of the charitable organizations are 
ding,“ said Franklin Mac Veagh, 
President of the Chicago Bureau of Associ- 
etead Charities. ‘‘ Wife desertion should be 
made a felony and a man convicted should be 
put to work and the proceeds devoted to the 
Support of his family. The laws should be 
amended, if possible, by the present Legis- 
ature. The question should be agitated and 
glad to see public interest aroused. 
Frequent cases of desertion affect the mor- 
the community. Laxity in ‘marriages 
oe, and charity is burdened. A suitable 
end effective punishment for such men should 
be devised.” 


Believes in Whipping Post. 

“Men guilty of the crime of desertion 
be severely punished,” said John G. 
Mortal, President of the Illinois Humane 
eier, Our laws should be amended so 
Se to privode for the extradition from 
another State. Wife-beating should be pun- 
ished by personal chastisement.’ Many op- 
pose such punishment as degrading of moral 
pense, but it is necessary in many cases to 
SWwasen a proper moral sense. Putting a 
Wite-beater in jail and feeding him only 
Strengthens him and prepares him for the in- 
Medion of another beating on his wife. Give 
nim #0me physical pain. That will be ef- 
fective."’ 

“The whipping post would do no good.“ 
een Miss Jane Addams. Our laws 
Snowid be made more strict and enforced. 
at is far too easy for the head of the house 
so abandon his family. He thinks they will 
Re Cured for by charity and he has no fear 
of punishment.” 

©“ Work is the solution for the problem of 
Geanune with the wife-deserter,” said Dr. 
mare Hackett Stevenson. In Berlin and 
throughout Germany they have found that 
euen Cases are rare as a result of the adop- 

or the practice of putting such criminals 

so. work. The talk of the whipping post is 
ae nonsense and almost disgusting. Enact 
proper laws and*enforce them vigorously.”
